It is rather a startling statement at 


the first glance that in the State of 
New York last year 795 persons were 
killed outright by railroad 
accidents 


and 1,555 were injured more or less 
seriously. But of the number killed 
only 16 were passengers, the others 
being employes or trespassers on the 
tracks. The same proportion holds 
good in the whole country. The num- 
ber of lives lost on the railroads of 
the United States last year were 7,865, 
of whom only 249 were passengers. 
The number of passengers carried was 
557,000,000, showing only one fatality 
for every 2,308,000 passengers carried. 
The railroad is the safest method of 
travel, so far as passengers are con- 
cerned, but a good deal remains to be 
"done in protecting the lives- of em- 
ployes.

Inatlon of Estes G. Rathbone, ex- 
director of posts of Cuba, in the trial 
growing out of the charges in connec- 
tion with the Cuban postofflce frauds, 
brought out no new facts. Counsel 
for W. H. Reeves, «x-depaty auditor 
for Cuba, who is also on trial, endeav- 
ored to put the responsibility on Rath- 
bone for the neglect on the part of 
Cuban postmasters to render monthly 
statements. Rathbone insisted that it 
was Reeves' duty to report irregular- 
ities of this kind. 


C. W. P Neely next was examined. 


Neely said that he received appoint- 
ment from Washington, and that Rath- 
bcne had made him chief of finance 
bureau of the Cuban postofflce depart- 
ment after the organization of the 
Cuban postal service. He said!that

Details ol the Damage Done By Earthquake In Mexico-Hundreds 


Killed-Buildings Wrecked-An Appalling List of 


Ca: u a! ties.

Mexico. Jan. 18.—Great 


havoc was wrought by the earthquake 
in the state of Guerrero, the capital 
city, Chilpancingo, being ruined. De- 
tails from the stricken district are 
very meager, but scattering reports re- 
ceived here Indicate that probably 300 
persons were killed and as many more 
injuied. 
It is known that the state 


capitol, the parish church and many 
business houses and residences are in 
ru.ns, and there is much suffering as 
a result of the awful seismic disturb- 
ance. One of the edifices that suffered 
most was theifederal telegraph office. 
The telegraph lines and apparatus at 
Chilpancingo were badly damaged, but 
the employes, all of whom were unin- 
jured, quickly proceeded to erect an 
improvised telegraph office on the out- 
ski ts of the city. 
The number of 


deaths was greater in the parish 
church than in any single place, as a 
crowd of worshipers were gathered 
there for the noon service. The solid 
raasonrv walled roof came toppling 


I down on the worshipers.

The earthquake was also intone-" at 


Iguala, in the state of Guerrero, de- 
stroying the parish church and many 
buildings In the city and npighbor- 
hood. Among the latter was the susar 
mill of General Friable, an American. 
The mill had just been completed and 
fitted up with American machinery at 
a cost of $200,000. The propeitv loss 
Is immense throughout the ttato of 
Guerrero.

The war department has ordered 


troops in the neighborhood to co-oper- 
•te in the work of rescue. Until this 
work is completed it will be impossi- 
ble to accurately learn the number of 
victims. It is believed, however, that 
this is one of the most destructive 
seismic phenomena that has occurred 
in Mexico.
